Many of us are engaged in the 
trading of business cards with 
other members. A basic guidline 
may be helpful to new and more 
experienced traders. 


The first thing a collector should 

look for when considering trading 

cards with another collector is 

"What are his/her collecting interests?" 
If this is considered a much more 
productive trade results. 


Try to avoid the "black & white" 
cards unless they have unusual names 
or logos, Colorful cards, ‘verticals, 
unsual logos, etc. are most welcome 
to the "general" collector. Many 
traders request cards with city & 

zip code included. 


The more experienced trader should 

be specific in his/her "want list". 
Another item that is very important 

in a trade is the condition of the 
card. Do not trade soiled, damaged, 
or cards with writing on them unless 
agreed to by the trader in advance.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Chances are 
a salesman trying to clinch a deal will 
get remembered if he drops a pile of 
cow dung on the desk. 

Well, Dick Pingston thinks so, He 
says that’s the reason companies like 
his make business cards from the 
shocking to the edible to the wearable. 

The name of the game is 
that prominent spot in the Rolodex in- 
stead of the trash can, says Pingston. 

From chocolate to synthetic piles of 
dung to expandable sponges — busi- 
ness card gimmicks help push the 
product. 

Unique cards cost from 15 cents to 
20 cents each, compared with the 
4-cents-a-card people usually pay for 
the paper kind, Everett Smith, presi- 
dent of Smith and Co., told the Nash- 
ville Business Journal in a story for 
the weekly’s editions today. 

Pingston, president of Pingston 
Printing & Premiums, said the cow 
dung cards were a synthetic lookalike 
substance made from a rubber mold of 
the real thing. 

“Of course, someone’s going to 
remember you if you drop a cow pile 
on their desk, even if it’s not the 
scratch-and-sniff kind,” he says.
